The Comprehensive Plan indicates that this area should encourage 
reinvestment іп properties, and should attempt to maintain 
existing developments. There is some sign of deterioration 
present, possibly due past economic conditions. However, this 
area has a very active neighborhood association, that has a 
genuine interest in improvement. The petitioned zoning and 
proposed use would be compatible with existing development, and 
may assist in the reclamation of property values, and enhancement 
of living conditions. 


The goals of the Comprehensive Plan and of the local neighborhood 
association may be best served by approval of this request. With 
the existing B-1-B along New Haven Ave. (between Edsall and 
Birchwood), this parcel could serve to buffer other residential 
uses, and the investment should stimulate the area in general. 
The perfection of this petition to "RA" from the requested "R-3" 
would require the approval of a development plan. 


Recommendation: Perfect to an RA and Approve 

1) Approval would be compatible with the Comprehensive Plan.
